In the rear of 
the Webb home on West Third street 
there is a small farm—80x40 feet—that 
wonld make the average Chinaman’s 
eyes water with envy , and cause him 
to covet his neighbor’s "goods. 
This 
patch is I probably more valuable than 
any spot in the county , ten times its 
size. 
Four y ears ago, Mr. Webb bought 
ten dollars worth of ginseng plant, 
and today they are worth over one 
thousand dollars. 
With any thing like 
fair luck, the same plants will be 
worth 
over $10,000 in five 
years. 
That’s the reason y ou can note a smile 
on Sel’s face, and a merry tune com­ 
ing from his lips as he goes about his 
daily avocation on a dray . 
Webb’s 
crop is now going to seed, and the red 
blossoms which hold the seed make a 
sight worth seeing. 
They are put in 
sand for one y ear, then in the ground 
for six months, when they germinate. 
The 
seeds 
are worth 
sevonty five 
cents per 
hundred before they are 
stratified, but after they are ready to 
transplant the market price is one cent 
each. 
There is alway s a ready sale 
for the stratified seeds. 
Mr. Webb 
will harvest and sell 
about 
forty 
thousand this fall. 
Many people throughout the United 
Sattes have taken to the raising of 
ginseng ¡¡in the ¡past few y ears, and 
Mr. Webb has set the pace for this 
county . 
The root of the plant is ex­ 
ported to China,¡where the natives of 
that countiy 
use it for 
a cure-all. 
much after the manner that the peo­ 
ple in this country 
used quinine a 
few y ears since. 
Some of our noted 
phy sicians claim that the root is de­ 
void of any medicinal or 
curative 
powt rs, and it is only a faith and su­ 
perstition that keeps up the sale in 
China.

According to postal authorities it is 
probable that after the next session of 
congress the postoffices of the cities 
the size of Rushville will be closed 
on Sunday morning as far as the w in­ 
dow delivery is concerned. 
The in­ 
spectors are demanding that such a 
law be passed. 
Just as strennons in 
their demands for the continuance of 
the custom are the postmsaters of the 
country . 
Whether the inspectors wil* 
be as successful in this move as they 
were in closing the evening window 
delivery in the evening remains to be 
seen. 
Merchants consider the window de­ 
livery system^ on Sunday morning in­ 
dispensable. 
They are in the habit of 
looking over.nw||^^^i(di comes after 
the Saturday 
un Sunday 
morning and often answer in » anal 
Of 
oour» e this would not affect thoseVdio 
have boxes. 
< >tht^^» lso are so accus­ 
tomed ro going to^ P office on Sunday 
morning that they would be greatly 
perturbed should the plan be discon­ 
tinued. 
However the inspectors have been 
noting carefully tha ¡amount of mail 
delivered on this occasion, it is claim­ 
ed. 
It is not the amount of mail so 
much as the importance that will have 
influence for the continuance or w ith­ 
drawal of the privilege. 
The impor­ 
tance is what the inspectors are care- 
fnl to note. 
Business letters are easily 
distinguished from the ordinary love 
letter by the sharp eyes of the inspec­ 
tors. 
It was love letters that caused 
the 
department 
to 
withdraw 
the 
privilege of the window during the 
evening, it is said. 
In many cities it 
was the duty of the postal inspector to 
station himself at some place of ad­ 
vantage in the postoffice and view the 
character of the persons who called 
for 
mail. 
These 
characters 
were 
noted. 
In a comparison it was found 
that the largest per cent of callers 
were y oung ladies. Next a record of 
the letters called for was taken and 
they had the^earmarks ¡of love letters. 
Whether the Sunday morning mail 
will prove to be of no more value from 
its external appearance that love let­ 
ters will be determined when congress 
meets this winter.

Brazil, Ind., Sept. 11.—D u ring the 
investigation of the killing of Edward 
Glasgo, for which his widow stands 
accu sed of m u rder, w itnesses w ere 
fou nd w’ho testified before the coroner 
that two shots were heard, and after 
an interval of a few seconds a third 
shot. Instead of first one shot and then 
two, as has been asserted by the au ­ 
thorities investigating the case. 
The 
defense is laying great store on this 
testim ony, as dispu ting the theory of 
the state. 
Glasgo had twro bu llets in his brain, 
either one of which, it is asserted, 
wou ld have cau sed paralysis. 
Mrs. 
Glasgo has a bu llet wou nd in the left 
breast. 
It is the theory of the prose­ 
cu tion that if Glasgo com m itted su i­ 
cide he cou ld have fired only one shot 
into his brain before losing consciou s­ 
ness. and he wou ld have been u nable 
to shoot the second time. 
Mrs. Glasgo rem ains in jail, cool 
and u nconcerned, and she does not 
seem to be w orrying over the condi­ 
tion In which she has been placed. 
She displays rem arkable self-posses­ 
sion. and at all tim es is m istress of 
herself. 
She is th irty years old. six 
years older than her dead hu sband. 
The au thorities are becoming Im press­ 
ed wMth the belief that they are deal­ 
ing with a cool woman, who is not 
going to lose her head nor do anything 
to inju re her case.
